PROPOSAL NO. 4 


Charter Amendment—Relative to Filing 
Date of Nominating Petitions 
for City Officers 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Charter Amendment “Shall Section 12 of 
Chapter 3 of the Charter of the City of 
Lansing be amended to provide that nomi- 
nating petitions, to obtain the placing 
of names of candidates upon the voting 
machines or on the ballots, at the primary 
elections for city officers be filed with the 
City Clerk 35 days before such primary 
election,” was 5,973, of which 5,105 votes 
were cast in favor of the Charter Amend- 
ment and 868 vptes were cast against the 
Charter Amendment. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes cast 
were in favor of the Charter Amendment, 
on motion of Ald. Helms, it was declared 
duly passed.

PROPOSAL NO. 5 


Charter Amendment—To Provide for the 
' Establishment of a Transit 
Commission 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Charter Amendment, “Shall Section 317 of 
Chapter 21 of the Charter of the City of 
Lansing be amended to provide for the 
establishment of a transit commission to 
regulate routes, schedules and rates of all 
public carriers of persons operating within 
the City of Lansing under city franchises, 
subject to approval by the City Council ” 
was 6,108, of which 4,840 votes were cast 
in favor of the Charter Amendment and 
1,268 votes were cast against the Charter 
Amendment. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes cast 
were in favor of the Charter Amendment, 
on motion of Ald. Eddy, it was declared 
duly passed. 


Adopted by the following vote:
